Evory 
afternoon and evening, when the roatinu 
of duty is-over, the mon crowd round one 
who readily rehearse, some of the old 
favourite tales, or gives them a new ono, 
or rends aloud, in every case with plenty of 
dramatic force, aud with great: success if 
the frequent langhter and applause may be 
takon aa a oriterion; the laughter predo- 
minates, for a8 is well known, the Japanese 
are a laughing nation, with all their stolid 
matter-of-fact cold-bloodedness, One of 
the best comic reciters, who frequently dis. 
played his tulents before the officers in the 
saloon, wan finally invited to dine with 
thom, while anchored at the Tatung River, 
before. separating for Port Arthue and 
Moukden; he was profusely humble, and 
finally. begged to be allowed to retire, 
though: be had herdly eaten anything, 
pleading sickness, but I heard. aftorwards 
that it was modesty and nothing else, The 
Jopauesdé do carry modesty aud courtesy to 
extremes. 

Uceasionally a littl diversion arises, 
though very seldom. Betwoon Chemulpo 
and the Tatung, a numerous flock of small 
bicds came after and on board tha ship. 
They were exactly Jike sparrows in ize, 
ahape, bill, aud claws, but the light and 
dark brown more marked—in one or two 
canes quite yellow and black; and they wore 
perfectly at home swimming in the soa, 
‘which L thought strange, as they were not 
wob fouted at ali. However, there may be 
nothing strange about it, for ail I know— 
ask the ‘Odd Volumes’ Those birds flut- 
tered about the deck a good deat, and 
acamed bewildered by the ropes and thinga, 
for they wore easily caught, The men 
oaught about thirty, having immonse faa 
fox several houra chisiog and dudging after 
them, with baskets, mate, and ali sorts of 
implements. At-firs! they put the captives 
in cages, but finding they could not sing, 
let them all go—though there was little 
enongh of fresh meat or chanze of food on 
the ahip, . 

Talking of this incident being « favour- 
abla omen, an infautry colonel on board 
one evening asa special treat brought out 
a paper-bag of chestnuts, pealod and dried, 

resented to him by a young lady friend as 
todicating’ freah victories in the future, 
He said, amilingly, that of course he did 
not believe there old-fashioned supersti- 
tions, but he thought the ides pretty, and 
invited us to eat e2ome of the emblems of 
success, - The Haglish language, led astrey 
by our American “cousins, hae come to ju» 
clude the word "obcstout’ among the 
synonyms for what is anything -but preity 
or kuceessful or fresh, The Japatose idea

: And these Jepanese soldiers are not sim- 
plo unaophiaticated childron ; their knaw- 
Medge would surpriso Tommy Atkins, Thoy 
ask gravely whethar the Tatung isa likely 
place for s future seaport ; they: point out 
that it has numerous islanda outside, while 
the avehorage is roomy—if anything too 
roomy, to be always calm; that tho tides 
are very strong indead—two sampans broke 
advift yesterday with ope man in each, 
and a third sampan went’ to the rescue with 
aeven mon on board, but the tide aided 
by the wind was rouning about six knote 
and the three boats would have been car- 
tied out to sea if a laaonch had not beon 
sent in time, But that is o detail; the 
point J wish to illoatrate is that these men, 
soldiers under conscription but toilers and 
tradera apart from that, have a keen eye 
for practical business. They know that 
the Tstang is a fairly central position, and 
has (for a mountainous country like Corea) 
good cowmupicstiona up-country; they 
eea no town at all, but in their mind's eye 
they plan ovo on ths hillside, ond notethat 
thera seams to be no water supply—thoy 
tolk of trial borings. That they should 
observe the military advantage of the-hills 
around is natural enough; but that thay 
should slso weigh carefully tho commercial 
disadvantage is more than would necessari- 
ly bo expected of any soldier. 

But Tatung, with all its drawbacks, its 
hilly environment, its too great width, aod 
its dryvess, is yet better as a harbour than 
Chemalpo, as long a8 no money ia to be spent 
in improvements. At Cheraulpo there ia aa 
inner harbour, excallent for small craft, but 
vessels of 1000 tons hava to stay about five 
miles from the town in an. open roadstead 
with widely-soattered islacds as the only 
protection, When tho Masayosht arrived, 
at 430 p.m., apparently she was not seun 
from tha town; it took nearly two hours for 
the ship's boat to get in, balf an hour for 
the soldiera (destined for station duty) to be 
landed, The large tug conld not get near 
the shore, nor could the lighters, and eampans 
were very scarce after dusk, All these 
points go to show where improvements (such 
ag the Japaneso have made at their own 
ports) are badly needed in Coren, Of course 
the Japanese inference is obvious, though it 
will probably be somewhat unacceptable for 
other reasons, The men on this ship point 
constantly te the neglected -conntry, the 
untilled valleye, ‘the unplunted hills, the 
undeveloped harbours, the unexploited fish. 
eries ; they show bow Japanese settlers, like 
tho Chinese in the Stratts Settlements, are 
doing valoable pioneer work, such as gained 
delfication for sages in prehistoric times, 
They only ask for fair play and reasonable 
facilities, auch aa all civilised nations have 
by common consent in uneivilised countries, 
without territorial aggression or anything of 
that sort; but Chine has led Corea into a 
soursa of covert obstruction, of unlawful 
otiecks and wanton injury, aod so Japan, 
understanding China better than da the 
Powers of Europe, has atruak a blow for 
Corean independence. The Coreans, -.not 
understanding that Japanese ambition will 
necersarily be restrained from anythiag 
further, have been disposed to regard Japan 
as hostile; but the fear of European 
complications is a sufficient safeguard,

FIGHTING THE WAZERIS. 
DEIAILa OF THE WANO ATTACK, 


Camp Wan, Nov. 6.—The detaila ofthe 
fight on 3d November areas follow :—At 
4 o.w. all the troops ware called in and 
warned, bing ordered to lio down in their 
tenta weating accoutrements, The guards 
and pioquite had been alrengtbeued the 
night hefum owing toa reportof an intended 
attack by Mullah Powindah and his followers 
being partly confirmed, No sound was 
heard til] 15 am. At 6.16 the picquet on 
the north-vest front heard crowds advano- 
ing and inmediately doubled back on their 
supports, As they did so thres signal abols 
were fired consecutively by the sremy, and 
the firat wish of from 8U0 to 1000 Gheris 
started amid a terrific disoburge of firearms, 
| beating of drume and wild yells ond shrieks. 

They reohed the Gurkhas’ woat flank in 
less than three minutes, having covered over 
six hundred yards giving notime tethe Gur: 
kkhos to rach their olarm posts. The men 
fought thir way out of the teits hand to 
hand and eeatually reached their appointed 
places, liwas ic this melee ia the darkness 
that so many were killed and wounded. 


and being surrounded on all sides tought 
magnificently, inflicting terrible loss on the 
enemy, wiose main oharge they succeded 
in breaking through. A-tew of the enany 
snoceeded in getting into the camp, where 
they came dancing and yelling and waving
